Crop Destroyere—Wireworms 

Wireworms are among the most de- 
| structive, most widespread, and, un- 
til recently, most difficult insect pests 
|.o control. There are many different 
species which attack wheat, rye, and 
other grains, beans, corn, potatoes. 
onions, gladioli, tobacco transplants, 
tomatoes, cabbages, cultivated and 
gild grass and other crops. 


Crops attacked by wireworms ma 
fail to germinate as the larvae will 
eat the germ of the seed or hollow 
out the seed entirely. If the seed 
does take root the wireworms may 
bore into the underground part of the 
stem causing young seedlings to with- 
er and die. Wireworm injury also 
makes it easier for disease organisms 
to invade plant tissues. All four stag- 
es of the life cycle of wireworms— 
adult beetles, eggs, larvae, and pupae 
live mainly in the soil. Only the lar- 
vae cause damage. They are smooth, 
shiny, hard-bodies, wire-like worms 
varying in color from dark brown to) 
yellow. They spend from four to 8 
years in the soil before changing to) 
the pupae stage from which the ad | 
ults emerge in two or three weeks. |

A glance through a garment rack 
in any store is rather a depressing 
experience these days for high cost 
and poor quality are much in evi- 


dence. Such is not the case at the 
U.S.A. where one finds moderate 
cost garments featuring fine work- 
manship and high style in the 
season's most fashionable colors. 
Last year, a group of tailored gar- 
ments including dresses, suits, 
and coats in wool, corduroy, gab- 
ardine and viyella flannels were 
made at an average cost of $15.00. 
Formal dresses made of nylon, taf- 
feta, organdy, and chantilly lace 
were completed at an average cost 
of $12.00; and afternoon dresses 
of nylon, taffeta, velvet, gabar- 
dine and silk shantung averaged 
just $10.00. 


All garments are made under 
the supervision of Miss Helen 
Moseson, Instructress in clothing.
